but  if  the  coins  are  very  fine,  they  pay  double  and  treble  the  amount 
marked  ;  but  per  contra  if  the  pieces  are  not  in  good  condition,  they 
do  not  pay  as  much. 

I  have  here  catalogued  and  priced  every  American  coin  issued 
for  circulation ,  except  the  gold,  which  I  did  not  think  worth  while 
inserting,  as  it  is  but  seldom  collected  ;  but  annex  a  list  of  all  the 
gold  coin  issued,  which  may  be  useful  to  seme  collectors. 

In  conclusion,  I  hope  this  may  meet  the  wants  of  those  for  whom 
it  is  intended.

It  having  lately  come  to  our  knowledge  that  many  stamp  collectors  have 
been  grossly  swindled  when  buying  an  album  for  their  treasures,  we  deem 
it  to  he  our  duty,  as  well  as  to  our  interest,  to  give  collectors  some  points 
by  which  they  can  judge  of  a  good  hook  from  a  worthless  one.  It  should 
he  remembered  that  booksellers  and  dealers  usually  try  to  sell  the  worst 
hooks  for  two  reasons.  First,  because  they  make  a  larger  profit  on  old  edi¬ 
tions,  and  inferior  publications  ;  second,  because  perfect  works  sell  them¬ 
selves,  and  bad  ones  will  not  sell  without  pushing,  and  so  become  soiled 
on  their  hands. 

First. — A  good  album  should  have  places  for  all  stamps ,  and  no  places 
for  fictitious  ones.  Do  not  buy  any  album  that  has  not  got  places  for 
the  last  new  issues  of  your  own  country. 

Second. — A  good  album  should  be  strongly  bound .  Do  not  buy  any 
album  that  you  cannot  fold  both  covers  back,-  and  then  pull  hard  on  the 
leaves  without  their  coining  out. 

Third. — An  album  to  he  of  any  use,  should  be  permanent ,  or  capable 
of  being  made  so.  Do  not  buy  any  album  that  has  not  specially  pre¬ 
pared  pages  issued  fur  new  stamps  as  soon  as  they  come  out. 

Fourth. — Old  editions  of  even  the  best  book  is  luorthlcss ,  Do  not 
buy  any  album  that  was  printed  later  than  1871,  as  it  is  impossible  for 


it  to  he  any  use.
